Dignitaries Of 53 Nations 
Present For Kennedy Services 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - A sol- 
emn procession of the world’s 
mighty — some of them nearly 
twi.ce the age of the slain young 
President of the United States 
—streamed into Washington to 
pay homage to John F. Ken- 
nedy. 

They arrived, sometimes in 
twos and threes, somber and 
unsmiling, expressing the grief 
of their countrymen and wish- 
ing Lyndon B. Johnson, the new 
President, well. 

At modernistic Dulles Inter- 
national Airport in the Virginia 
countryside south of the capital, 
hundreds of Americans stood 
six deep behind barriers Sun- 
day to watch jets deposit their 
important cargo. Long after the 
blue of a chill Sunday afternoon 
had given way to night, the ar- 
rivals continued. 

Several dignitaries flew into 
Washington’s other airport, Na- 
tional. A few motored in by 
limousine. 

Fifty - three countries were 
represented in all. There were 
a dozen members of ruling fam- 
ilies, 26 presidents and heads of 
state, 30 foreign ministers and 
five defense ministers. 

This morning, they marched 
behind the caisson carrying 
Kennedy’s body from the White 



House to St. Matthew’s Roman 
Catholic Cathedral for the fu- 
neral. 

After the burial in Arlington 
Cemetery, Mrs. Kennedy ' re- 
ceives the foreign emissaries at 
the White House. In late after- 
noon, Johnson greets them at 
the State Department. Tuesday 
the President plans to confer 
with some of them. 

One of the first to arrive at 
Dulles was France’s President 
Charles de Gaulle, who cele- 
brated his 73rd birthday anni- 
versary last Friday, the day an 
assassin's bullts snuffed out the 
life of Kennedy at 46. 

De Gaulle’s presence empha- 
sized the traditional ties be- 
tween the United States and

France, shaken this year by 
differences of policy. As ha 
stepped from his chartered jet- 
liner, hundreds of spectators 
broke into applause.. De Gaulle 
shook hands solemnly with Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
a line of diplomats. Then in 
austere dignity, he strode from 
the airport without a glance to 
left or right. 

“The time for mourning tlia 
dade,” he had cabled in advance, 
“is not the time for making 
statements.” 

Mikoyan Arrives 

Early this morning, a four-en- 
gine Soviet plane brought a So- 
viet delegation headed by Depu- 
ty Prime Minister Anastas I. 
Mikoyan to the capital. Mikoy- 
an said he came on the instruc- 
tion of the Soviet government 
and Premier Khrushchev. 

The Russian people, Mikoyan 
said on his arrival at Andrews 
Air Force Base, are “deeply 
grieved over the tragic death 
and share in the grief of all 
Americans in this tragic loss.” 
Kennedy, he continued, was 
“known and respected in the So- 
viet Union as a great American 
statesman. We extend our most 
sincere condolences to the be- 
reaved family, the American 
government and people.” 

Sunday night, representatives 
of Communist Poland, Romania, 
Hungary and Yugoslavia ar- 
rived to pay their respects to 
the late President. 

Prime Minister Lester B, 
Pearson represented Canada, 
the United States’ friend to the 
north, and Foreign Minister 
Manuel Tello, Mexico, tha 
friend to the south. Outside the 
United States, Pearson said, "I 
don’t think there is any country 
that feels a greater sense of 
loss with the death of Kennedy 
than Canada itself.” 

From Britain came Princa 
Philip, wearing a simple dark 
business suit and black necktie. 
Prime Minister Sir Alec Doug*. 
las-Home and Sir David Ormsby 
Gore, British ambassador to tha 
United States and an old friend 
of the late President. 

West German Delegation 
From West Germany, another 
ally, came President Heinrich 
Luebke, Chancellor Ludwig Er- 
hard, Foreign Minister Gerhard 
Schroeder, Defense Minister Kai 
Uwe von Hassel and Mayor 
Willy Brandt of West Berlin*

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Just as President Kennedy 
, always stood on our side giving I 
the people of Berlin and Ger- !

now bring our assurance that 
we will stand with the United 
States and its people in this 
time of crisis,” Brandt said. 

From Belgium came slender 
young King Baudouin, from 
Greece Queen Frederika, from 
South Korea President Chung 
Hee Park, from Ethiopia • Em- : 
peror Haile Selassie, from Italy ! 
Foreign Minister Attilio Ticci- 
oni, from Turkey Premier Ismet 
Inonu and from the Netherlands 
Crown Princess Beatrix. 

Crown Prince George of Den- 
mark said Danes and Europe 
were "shocked and horrified” 
by _ the assassination. Golda 
Meir, Israel’s foreign minister, 
declared “this is the most hor- 
rible reason for coming to 
Washington.” 

Japanese Prime Minister Ha- 
yato Ikeda told Rusk, “I have 
no words to express my sym- 
pathy.” Foreign Minister Mah- 
moud Fawzi of the United Arab 
Republic said of Kennedy’s 
death: “We should all endeavor 
to serve his memory by deeds 
in line with his valorous service 
toward a better and more con- 
structive humanity.” 

Cadets From Ireland 
Among those whose arrival 
bore a special meaning was 
Eamon De Valera of Ireland, 81 
and with failing eyesight. 

Last June, the Irish-descend- 
ed Kennedy visited Ireland and 
now De Valera, accompanied 
by his two sons, Vivian and 
Brian, was reciprocating under 
heart-rending circumstances. 

With De Valera, too, were 24 
cadets from the Irish Army 
Military College, flown over by 
request of the Kennedy family 
to form an honor guard at the 
funeral. 

On his visit to Ireland Kenne- 
dy had expressed admiration 
for the performance of the ca- 
dets when he placed a wreath 
on graves of Irish revolutionary 
leaders at Ireland’s national 
cemetery in Dublin.
